Trains

ly three times as much delay 
to motorists as openings of the 
Burlington - Bristol Bridge, the 
Burlington County Bridge Com­ 
mission claimed today.

Borough, 
serves

Rohm & Haas and Owens-Illi­ 


nois plants in Bristol Township. 
Complaints about the tic - ups 
have been m ade by groups in 
Bristol 
Borough 
for 
several 
years. 


Conducting Survey 


A survey currently b e i n g 
made 
by 
personnel 
of 
the 
bridge commission shows that 
usually there 
is 
a maxim um 
of 80 cars stopped every tim e 
the bridge opens, according to 
Vincent I. Ulissi, m anager. 


But trains som etim es stop as 


m any as 
1,000 
cars, 
causing 
jam s on Routes 
413 
and 
13, 
Ulissi said. The reason given 
by Ulissi is that the bridge does 
not open during rush hours, but 
the railroad crossing is 
often 
blocked by trains at tim es of 
heavy traffic. 


ti12 Hours 


Ulissi said that between Feb. 
3 and Feb. 13, the railroad cross­ 
ing was blocked by trains for 
about 614 hours. 


In the sam e period, the bridge 


was open for 2'4 hours, Ulissi 
said. There w ere 64 bridge open­ 
ings in Jan u ary , and 67 in De­ 
cem ber. But the survey shows 
that the 
railroad 
crossing is 
blocked 
about 20 
tim es each 
day. Ulissi pointed out. 


The survey covers the hours 
between 7 a m. and 7 p.m. and 
will 
continue 
until 
Feb. 
29. 
Ulissi said. 


E xpress Concern 


The Bristol Borough Planning 


Commission, the Mill St. Busi­ 
nessm en's Association, and bor­ 
ough council have all expressed 
concern about the railroad spur.

which goes through the center 
of the borough, will be removed.

in Bristol, the main objection is 
that trains often block te main 


streets in the town for long 
periods.

Judge Joe B. Brown rejected 
the defense dem and as well as 
defense requests for a directed 
verdict of acquittal on grounds 
of insanity 
and 
double 
jeop­ 
ardy. 


Ruby, smiling cheerfully en­ 
tered the court through a little 
green door and took his seat. 
His sister, Mrs. Eva L. G rant, 
and his brother E arl Ruby of 
Detroit, 
sat among the spec­ 
tators in the stuffy room. 


Argue Over Security 


The judge accepted the de­ 
fense announcem ent that Tom 
Howard of Dallas, the first a t­ 
torney to com e to the aid of 
the 
slayer of 
accused 
presi­ 
dential 
assassin 
Lee 
Harvey 
Oswald, 
had 
withdraw n from 
the case. 


Chief defense attorney Melvin 
Belli and his assistant, J. H. 
Tonahill, argued with the judge 
over security arrangem ents. 


“ The records will show that 
everyone who enters the room 
has been searched except the 
ju ro rs,” Brown said. 


“ We 
want 
to 
know 
why,” 
said Tonahill. 


Belli chim ed in to argue the 
jurors 
m ust 
be 
searched 
so 
they know about what he has 
repeatedly referred to as “ the 
clim ate of D allas.” The defense 
contends Ruby cannot get

“ Mr. Belli, they (the jurors) 
won’t know anything about it 
unless you tell them ,” Brown 
replied.

65. The

money, 
$12.5 million, would go to the 
Pennsylvania Industrial D evel­ 
opment^ A uthority, 
while 
an ­ 
other $7.75 m illion is e a rm a rk ­ 
ed for urban renew al. 


Series of Bills 
The only 
legislation on 
the 
Senate calen d ar consists of 
series of additional and defi- 
icney appropriations totaling $4 
million. The biggest deficency 
item is a $4,052,805 allocation

Russia To Make Divorces Easier 


MOSCOW (U P I)—Soviet legis­ 
lators today worked on a liberal 
new fam ily law that will rem ove 
Stalin-era 
restrictions

vorce

equal 
rights for ilegitim ate children. 
P rem ier N ikita S. K hrushchev 
has no intention of returning to 
the early Com m unist law s that 
perm itted divorce by postcard 
or to the view expressed by a 
woman C om m unist leader short­ 
ly after the revolution that sex­ 
ual appetites should be satisfied 
as sim ply as the need for a 
glass of w ater. 


W hat 
his 
governm ent 
does 
plan is to cut away the red 
tape encum bering divorce suits 
here and to provide m ore pro­ 
tection for children born out of 
wedlock. 
The plans were disclosed Sun­ 
day by O. P. Kolchina, one of 
the vice chairm en of the legis­ 
lative 
com m ittee 
of 
the 
Su­ 
prem e Soviet or parliam ent. He 
said the 1944 family law would 
be repealed at “ the insistence 
of m any w orkers” and m ore lib­ 
eral 
provisions

replace it. 


U nder the present law, peti­ 
tioners for divorce m ust publish 
a notice in the press, which of­ 
ten takes more than a month 
to start with because of limited 
space. Grounds for divorce have 
never been specified by law and 
judges’ discretion is wide. Court 
fees are virtually punitive — of­ 
ten $220 for each party.

will 
elim in­ 
ate the publication, the fee, and 
much of the courtroom delays. 
It also will 
protect 
illegiti­ 
m ate cnldren by providing for 
m easures to establish paternity. 


The o'* I w m akes no provision 
for forcing the father of children 
born out of wedlock to support 
them. 
There will be no change in the 
wording 
“ fatherless”

BRUSSELS (U P I)—A Rubens 
painting valued at $1 million 
was stolen during the weekend

Museum by thieves who broke 
in

skylight, police 
said today. 
“ Only a m aniac could have 
stolen this painting,” the m use­ 
um ’s form er director, Leo van 
Puyvelde, said. “ It cannot be 
sold—or even shown—anyw here 
in the w orld.” 
The police announcem ent set 
no price for the painting, but 
another a rt expert, U rbain van 
de Voorde, called it one of the 
17th century Flem ish m aster’s 
greatest and said it was worth 
at least $1 million. 
The 
painting, 
one 
of 
the 
w orld’s m ost valuable, is en­ 
titled “ N egroes’ H eads.” 
The thieves broke into the 
museum through a skylight, re ­ 
moved the 18 by 26 inch paint­ 
ing from its fram e, left the 
fram e behind, and escaped with 
the canvas, police said. 
The painting 
is 
a 
national 
treasure, a Belgian governm ent 
designation for especially valu­ 
able works of a rt in this art- 
rich nation. 
It depicts the heads of four 
Moors—Negroes from N orth Af­ 
rica—and is a study for a later 
work 
considered 
the 
m aster­ 
piece of the painter, “ The Ador­ 
ation of the M agi.” 
The painting is reproduced on 
Belgium ’s 500-franc notes. It is 
as fam iliar to Belgians as the 
portraits 
of 
A m erican 
presi­ 
dents on U.S. currency. 
Van de Voorde said the paint­ 
ing 
“ is 
one of 
the greatest 
paintings Rubens ever created. 
“ It is nearly im possible to a t­ 
tach a price to it but I would 
say it is worth at least 50 m il­ 
lion francs

m illion),” he
